of Subsequent Events, Should

The news that James E. Watson 


•was being mentioned promnently as a 
compromise candidate for the Re- 
publican nomination for President on 
the Republican ticket in the national 
convention in Chicago today spread 
like wildfire here.

gles. It was a safe wager that any 
two men found on the "streets were 
holding a heated conversation about 
the good fortune that might descend 
on their fellow townsman. 


It would be next to impossible to 


chronicle all of the speculation that 
was indulged in this afternoon. Men 
and women talked of it in the stores; 
boys on the streets were interested; 
strong Democratic partisans discuss- 
ed the new feature that had entered 
into the Republican contest and all 
were agreed. Democrats, buys, men 
women and 
all. that it 
would be 


difficult to find a more competent mnn 
than James E. Watson. 


"Well here's one vote fur President 


Jim could be counted on.'' opined one 
prominent Democrat. 


"And here's another." exclaimed 


another Democrat by his side. 


"I'll agree to bum my hat if Jim 


Watson's uxminnted," and

Rival Managers Give Out Statements 


Showing Their Candidates Are 


Bound to Win Nomination. 


[Special to the Daily Republican.] 


Chicago, June 19,—That Theodore 


Roosevelt would become an independ- 
ent candidate for president against 
President Taft if the credentials com- 
mittee- upheld the 
decision of the 


national 
committee in seating the 


Taft delegates from the thirteenth 
Indiana district, Washington, Texas, 
and California, was the belief here 
this morning. The right of the dele- 
•ates to sit in the convention was 
disputed by Roosevelt. 


The total of thes delegates is 48. 


This number is sufficient to secure a 
renomination for the President and is 
adequate for the Colonel in the event 
he is able to borrow some delegates 
from Senator Cummins and Senator 
LaFolktte. who control 46 ' between 
them. 


The Roosevelt" program has been 


decided upon after a series of confer- 
ences attended by the leaders -of the 
antUTaft faction, and it is designed 
to execute it after the credentials 
committee submits its report to the 
convention. 


Taft men are in a majority on the 


committee and the presumption nat- 
urally has been that, inasmuch as the 
President's managers have faith in 
the national committee, a majority of 
the credentials committee would re- 
ject the claims of the Roosevelt con- 
testants. 


This would give the President a 


small majority in the convention, thus 
insuring his 
renomiuation, 
in all 


probability. 


Assuming that Mr. Taft receives a 


majority of votes, the former Presi- 
dent would be prepared to repudiate 
the action of the 
convention. 
He 


then would proceed forthwith to or- 
ganize a convention of his own, con- 
sisting of such Roosevelt delegates 
as may be willing to bolt the conven- 
tion, eveii though they do not consti- 
tute a majority of the roll as pre- 
pared by the national committee and 
ratified by the credentials committee. 


The Colonel insists that Mr. Taft . 


must be renominated by a majority of 
the delegates who are absolutely un- 
contested as to their right to sit in. 
the convention, and even though lie, 
himself may be short of a majority 
of uucontested delegates he will not 
hesitate to accept a nomination afc 
the hands of his followers. 


This briefly, is the 
plan of the 


Colonel, and unless something now 
uuforseen arises to alter his purpose 


i will go through with it. 
Therefore 


it is possible that by this evening he 
will be the first candidate of the two 
major political parties in the field, 
for it is intended that the Roosevelt

reiterated promise of the Roosevelt 
forces to contest every step of the pro- 
ceedings to the bitter end, the dele- 
gates and the thousands of spectators 
had gathered for the second time with 
the liveliest expectation of stirring 
scenes, and the keenest interest was 
displayed in every move. The great- 
est interest attached to the action of 
the convention on the report of the 
credentials committee, upon whose re- 
port depends the permanent organiza- 
tion of the convention, and a bitter 
fight was expected on this-point. No 
less keen a contest was promised on 
the action of the convention on the 
question of a platform, tor with two 
sets of resolutions to come before the 
delegates, there would come another 
call for a line-up which again would 
test out the respective strength of the 
factions. 
Hence everyone present, in 


the great Coliseum this afternoon is 
keyed up for any possible situation 
that might arise out of the intense 
partisan rivalry that has developed 
here within the past few days. 


^ A SAFE MARGIN 


Root's Election First Test of Strength 


of the Factions. 


Chicago, .Tune 19.—After six hours 


of tumultuous scenes, the Republican 
national convention, at G o'clock last 
night, elected United Statos Senator 
Elihu Root of New York temporary 
chairman. This was the first victory 
of the Taft forces. The vote was as 
follows: 


Root. 558; Frank E. McGovern oi 


Wisconsin, 502; W. S. Lauder of Xorth 
Dakota. 9; Walter L. Houser of Wis- 
consin, 3; Asle J. Gronna of North 
Dakota. 1; absent or not voting, 5; 
total, 1,078; necessary for choice, H40. 


It will be observed from the lore- 


going figures that Senator Root swung 
out the line-up of victory by a margin 
of 56 votes, or IS more than the 540 
votes needed to nominate a president. 


All during the voting and through- 


out .the speech-making, some of it 
mighty bitter, Senator Root was on 
the platform, calm and undisturbed, 
chatting with Captain Harry S. New, 
George B. Cortelyou, Elmer Dover, 
George R\ Sheldon, Secretary' Hilles 
and Dr. Nicholas Murray Duller. 


Governor McGovetn of Wisconsin 


was on the floor seated with his dele- 
gates. Neither Senator Root nor Mc- 
Govern voted. The victory of Senator 
Root would have been of more ample 
proportions had not the Wisconsin 
delegation disregarded the personal 
request \>t Senator La Follette, sent 
through Mr. Houser, not to have any 
entangling alliances in this contro- 
versy. 
Instead of regarding Senator 


La Follette's wishes, the 
Wisconsin 


delegation practically went over to the 
Roosevelt side and plumped ^thirteen 
votes for Governor McGovern, nine for 
Mr. Lauder, three for Mr. Houser and 
one for Senator Gronna. One did not 
vote. Mr. Houser also got a vote from 
North Dakota. The split in the Wis- 
consin delegation developed ugly sen-

Most of the g'alleries were empty 
when he resumed talking. He was 
listened to throughout his speech with 
great attention by the delegates and 
spectators who remained, and his tell- 
ing points brought frequent applause. 
There was~a_Joud outburst of cheers 
when he finished speaking.

then 7:30 o'clock, and delegates and 
spectators had been sitting in their 
seats for eight hours and were plain- 
ly tired out.

est dangers and most destructive fol- 
lies in American life. 
The Fourth of 


July is not so much a day of patri- 
otic celebration as an occasion 
for 


maiming and destroying children. lr. 
many instances the day gives, more 
r-ause to heartaches than for instruc- 
tion in patriotism." 


The Fourth of July is the greatest 


holiday in the annals of the American 
people and is n time when the lie-art 
nf every true American should thrill 
with loyal patriotism. Why could not 
the Stars and Stripes be more gen- 
erally u>ed in place nf the deadly 
fire cracker and pistol? Ji is true the 
average American boy enjoys 
the 


roar of the camum cracker and the 
flash of powder, yet this lias been 
bronchi, around largely through the 
training, and time is required to undo 
lhat which has been done. 


The letter continues: 
'•Higher value should be placed up- 


on human life. Such disasters do not 
lend to stimulate patriotism but on 
:he oilier hand tend to cloud our na- 
tional holiday with memories of sad- 
ness instead of sentiment of patri- 
otic devotion. The annual Fourth of 
July disaster should not be less ef- 
fective to us bat cause us to do all 
in our power to protect the thought- 
!f^s from threatening dansers."

Watson assumed the 
task under trying jcircumstauces. for 
Victor Rosewatea1, chairman of the 
national committee, who called the 
convention to order, was regarded a- 
a little weak in his support of Taft 
as well as a trifle lame in his know- 
ledge of parliamentary tactics, and 
the Taft leaders were fearful that he 
would not "play ball" satisfactorily.

Watson in preference to everybody 
else who might demand recognition 
and he filled this promise in a way 
_that left no cause for complaint. 


Watson was clad in a light cuta- 


way suit, with Saratoga trimmings, 
and brought his best parliamentary 
and oratorical skill into play in the 
discharge of the ticklish duties of hi 
position. He stood the heckling good 
natnredlv.
